^Wliilellicre arc divergent opinions on'wliat should be done 
to prolecl society against the lawless elements that are prey- 
ing upon it as never before, there is no question about the 
condition thai exists. Holdups, burglaries, and even murder 
are shockingly prevalent and the situation appears to be grow 
ing worse, if such a thing is possible. 


The conditions are such thai everybody is concerned. The 


trouble is nol confined lo any one city or section. H is nation 
wide. The police are doing Hie best they can, and possibh 
the same is true of the courts, though there are many who iee 
thai these might do better by abandoning, for a time al least 
the easy methods thai have "been growing up in recall years 
and imposing penalties which would prove deterrenl in prac- 
tice as well as in theory. 
The laws read well, but it will have 


to be acknowledged that a I (he present lime Ihcy arc not af- 
fording Ihe protection they were designed to provide. 


Because of this, and the general fear and nervousness lhat 


prevail everywhere, many citizens have provided themseive1 


wilh revolvers as a means of protection. Especially is Ihi 
true in Ihe large cilies, but Police-Commissioner Hnright of 
New ork declaims againsl this course, 
lie says a gun in the 


house is no protection; lhat in the great majority of cases the 
burglar will have the "drop11 on the householder with a revol- 
ver, lhat the average man cannol shoot straight enough to hit 
a barn door and lhat, all things considered, it is foolish lo de- 
pend upon a revolver "for projection. 


There is more or less justification for Commissioner En- 


right's view. Nevertheless il is a fact that burglars and crooks 
do not like the looks of a revolver—in another man's hands. 
A bullet or two sent crashing through a window or door that 
is being tampered with is a form of welcome lhat is usually 
promptly declined, even by the most hardened cracksman. If 
there is any gun play he wauls a monopoly of it and is apt to 
make himself scarce when he finds lhat bullets are liable lo 
fly both ways. 


After all, the people cannot depend upon guns for their pro- 


tection. They, must depend upon the laws, and they have a 
right to demand laws ah'd Ihe enforcement of laws which will 
insure the desired immunity'from murderous assailants. 


In this connection whnl was said the other day by a New 


York juslice is to the point, though nol. practicable at a lime 
when there is such pressure for (he reform of criminals. 
1 he 


ranks of the reformers are full of men and women who will 
hardly admil actual guilt in any case. They attribute crime to 
physical and mental defects which call for treatment rather 
than punishment. This policy has been gaining headway for 
some years and the country is now reaping the results. 'Ihe 
New York juslice referred to thinks Ihe death penally should 
be inflicted for robbery in the first degree. 
"In olden times, 
1 


he declared, "there were 113 ofl'enses punishable by death, 
Some of these should certainly be restored." 


But there is no use in talking thai kind.of stun in this coun- 


try, where il is next to impossible lo se-cure the infliction of the 
death penalty for murder. If the courts would inflict Ihe pen- 
allies which the laws provkl instead of splitting them in two. 
suspending sentences and all that sort of tiling, there would 
undoubtedly be a speedy change for Ihe belter; At any rate, 
the present is an excellent time to try the experiment of a 
change in the manner of dealing wilh hardened criminals. 


The Massachusetts Legislature having passed a so-called 


State Volstead Act, Ihe Constitutional Liberty League is pre- 
paring lo have the matter submitted lo the people through the 
initiative and referendum a next fall's election. There will be 
lively interest in the outcome, though practically it may nol 
amount lo much except lo show which way Ihe wind is blow- 
ing.
